Edmonton 
growing at 
faster pace 
than most 

Edmonton’s population 
growth was more than 
double the national 
average from 2006 to 2011. 

The city’s population 
grew 11.2 per cent during 
that time, according to the 
2011 Census of Population 
report released Wednesday 
by Statistics Canada. 

“I think that when you 
look at the amount of 
applications for new hous¬ 
ing starts and the decrease 
in the level of vacancies, 
and just a sense of (the 
amount) of jobs created, 
it’s not surprising,” said 
Mayor Stephen Mandel. 

The greater census met¬ 
ropolitan area increased 

12.1 per cent to more than 
1.16 million, second of 33 
CMAs in the country only 
to Calgaiy. 

Overall, Alberta’s popu¬ 
lation grew 10.8 per cent in 
the last five years. 

Much of the growth 
comes from bedroom com¬ 
munities such as 
Beaumont, which grew 

48.2 per cent. 

Vincent Dale, assistant 
director in Statistics Cana¬ 
da’s demography division, 
said jobs in Alberta are at¬ 
tracting people from across 
the country and 
internationally, but there 
is also movement within 
the province to the Edmon¬ 
ton area. 

According to the report, 
812,201 people live in Ed¬ 
monton. 

Mandel thinks that 
number will be higher 
when the city conducts its 
first municipal census 
since 2009 this spring.

Search on for armed 
man after Mounties shot 

O Man is not considered a suspect at this time: Police 


RCMP were trying to reas¬ 
sure a nervous community 
in central Alberta on 
Wednesday as they 
searched for an armed man 
who was seen leaving a 
home where two Mounties 
were shot and another man 
was found dead. 

Sgt. Patrick Webb said a 
search was on for Sawyer 
Clarke Robison, 27, whom a 
witness saw leaving the 
property as four officers 
from the detachment in Kil- 
1am, about 160 kilometres 
southeast of Edmonton, ar¬ 
rived on Tuesday afternoon. 

The officers were part of 
an ongoing investigation 
the small detachment had 
been involved in for the last 
week. They were executing 
a search warrant for an ille¬ 
gal .45-calibre handgun. 

Gunfire erupted after 
they arrived and two of the 


officers. Const. Sheldon 
Shah and Const. Sidney 
Gaudette, were cut down. 

Webb said Robison could 
be armed with long-bar¬ 
relled weapons and should 
be considered a high risk. 
The sergeant warned mem¬ 
bers of the public not to ap¬ 
proach Robison. 

Robison, the primaiy res¬ 
ident of the house, is not a 
suspect, but is considered a 
person of interest, police 
said. He was not facing 
charges. “We’re tiying to 
determine what happened 
in the house last night and 
his involvement,” he said. 

The dead man had been 
shot, but it wasn’t clear 
whether it was police gun¬ 
fire that killed him. 

The man was not identi¬ 
fied. Several weapons were 
recovered at the house, 
Webb said, the Canadian press

other, two. 

► Sawyer Clarke Robison 
may be driving a black

Drug bust 
nets 
tainted 
ecstasy 

Piles of powdered ecsta¬ 
sy laced with a 
particularly toxic 
compound have been 
seized by Calgary police 
just as testing has linked 
an eighth death in the 
city to the substance. 

In all, 1,300 grams of 
the drug were obtained 
through covert 
operations conducted by 
police, as well as subse¬ 
quent search warrants of 
two homes in the north¬ 
west. 

Analysis has already 
found a compound 
known as PMMA in 500 
grams of the seized pow¬ 
der, with more testing to 
come on the remaining 
quantity. 


PMMA has now been 
linked to eight deaths in 
Calgary, as police 
revealed Wednesday a 
37-year-old man who 
overdosed in a northeast 
home in January also in¬ 
gested the substance. 

Joshua Bradly Cook 
and Elizabeth Thomas, 
both 19, have been 
charged with trafficking. 

“We are concerned for 
the well-being of any 
member of the public 
who may have 
purchased illegal drugs 
from these two individu¬ 
als.... It is imperative 
that Calgarians do not 
let their guard down,” 
said police Staff Sgt. 

Mike Bossley. “We real¬ 
ized that this is not all of 
the drugs out there that 
could potentially be PM¬ 
MA (laced) ecstasy.” 

Bossley said the pow¬ 
der found would t 5 q)ical- 
ly be compressed into a 
pill format or poured in¬ 
to capsules and then 
sold for an 5 ^here from 
$3 to $20.

Alison Redford, set to deliv¬

The conclusion of 18 years 
of talks with the Chinese 
for an investment protec¬ 
tion deal marks a historic 
step forward in Canada- 
China relations, the prime 
minister said Wednesday. 

At the end of his first 
full day in China, Stephen 
Harper held up the foreign 
investment promotion 
and protection deal as the 
result of legwork to repair 
a bruised relationship be¬ 
tween the two countries. 

“My sense is the willing¬ 
ness of the Chinese to con¬ 
clude this agreement 
indicates to me that they 
do put increasing strategic 
importance on two-way in¬ 
vestment between our 
countries,” he told re¬ 
porters. 

A foreign investment 
promotion and protection 
deal, or FIFA, gives foreign 
investors assurances 
they’ll be treated the same 
as domestic companies 
and allows for arbitration 
at an international tribu- 
nal-t 3 ^e body in disputes. 

Details of the agree¬ 
ment were not released. It 
still has to undergo legal 
review by both countries 
and be ratified before it 


can come into force. In 
Canada, that will include 
debate in the House of 
Commons. 

The deal was one of sev¬ 
eral signed on Harper’s 
first full day of a three-city 
tour of China, his second 
visit since being elected 
prime minister. 

His relationship with 
the Chinese leadership 
started off rocky, with 
Harper taking an aggres¬ 
sive stand on human 
rights that irked the Chi¬ 
nese. 

But his first visit in 


2009 turned a page, said 
Chinese Premier Wen Ji- 
abao at the start of a bilat¬ 
eral meeting with Harper 
on Wednesday afternoon. 

He said he hoped this 
visit could elevate the rela¬ 
tionship further. 

“At present, the interna¬ 
tional situation is under¬ 
going profound and 
complex changes,” Wen 
said, through a translator.

Provincial growth rates 
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Jay Palter’s impression of 
life in Alberta was t 3 ^ical 
for a lifelong Toronto resi¬ 
dent: Wheat fields, oil der¬ 
ricks and dusty cowboys 
riding off into the sunset. 

After three years of liv¬ 
ing in Edmonton, it feels 
more like riding towards a 
new dawn. 

Nearly three years after 
saddling up his family and 
steering them across the 
country to Alberta’s capital 
city, the 47-year-old social 
media strategist feels hum¬ 
bled and delighted by his 
decision to move to a place 
he happily calls diverse, 
multicultural — and 
home. 

“In a way,” Palter said, 
“being a westerner feels 
kind of like optimism 
about the future.” 

The sun is indeed rising 
on the West. Census num¬ 
bers released Wednesday 
by Statistics Canada show 
that for the first time, 
more people live west of 
Ontario — in B.C., Alberta, 
Saskatchewan and Manito¬ 
ba — than east of it, in 


Quebec and Atlantic Cana¬ 
da. 

The numbers tell the 
story. 

Alberta’s ranks expand¬ 
ed at a rate of 10.8 per cent 
between 2006 and 2011, 
the highest of all the 
provinces and nearly twice 
the national average of 5.9 
per cent. In Calgaiy, the 
growth rate was 12.6 per 
cent; in Edmonton, it was 
12.1 per cent. 

Growth in Manitoba 


doubled to 5.2 per cent, 
thanks largely to an influx 
of more than 64,000 immi¬ 
grants, twice the number 
who arrived during the 
previous five-year census 
period. 

“The centre of gravity is 
shifting,” said Harry Hiller, 
a sociology professor at the 
University of Calgary, 
whose 2009 book. Second 
Promised Land, documents 
how migration to Alberta, 
fuelled in large measure by 


the bustling oil and gas in¬ 
dustry, has transformed 
Canadian society. 

Not surprisingly, the re¬ 
sulting shift in economic 
power has been a boon for 
the region’s confidence, 
Hiller said. And when the 
relationship is a win-win 
for the region and its resi¬ 
dents, the place can 
change a person in ways as 
subtle as an allegiance to a 
sports team or as profound 
as their personal politics. 

“They really buy into 
the Alberta ideology,” he 
said, “because they see 
how it’s benefiting them.” 

The West’s growing cul¬ 
tural influence in Canada 
is as apparent as the near¬ 
est television screen. 

Corner Gas, Brent Butt’s 
smash small-town Saskat¬ 
chewan sitcom, is widely 
regarded as one of the 
most popular Canadian TV 
shows of all time. The 
show proved Canadians 
were thirsty for stories set 
in the West, said executive 
producer Virginia Thomp¬ 
son.

O Driver had only G licence: Police 
O Crash ‘did not have to happen’ 


The crash that “did not 
have to happen” began 
with a tragic driver error. 

The van carrying 13 mi¬ 
grant workers from Latin 
America ran a stop sign at 
a rural Ontario intersec¬ 
tion, police said Wednes¬ 
day. It was broadsided by a 
truck and the “violent” im¬ 
pact killed 11 people. 

What’s more, the driver

Canada’s largest airlines 
have all launched all-in¬ 
clusive pricing efforts 
that make it easier for 
passengers to determine 
the actual cost of flying. 

Air Canada began on 
Wednesday to advertise 
prices that show the final 
cost of a ticket by combin¬ 
ing the extra charges that 
have been left out in the 
past. 

Porter Airlines, which 
flies regional planes 
mainly from its base at 
Toronto City Centre air¬ 
port, said it would begin 
to advertise the total cost 
of a flight on Friday. 

They join Westjet Air¬ 
lines, which began to ad¬ 


vertise all-in fares in Janu¬ 
ary. 

The new pricing struc¬ 
ture will factor in all the 
fees, surcharges and taxes 
that customers wind up 
paying, which in some 
cases can virtually double 
the posted price of airline 
tickets. 

The extra amounts in¬ 
clude Nav Canada fees, 
airport-improvement 
charges, fuel surcharges, 
insurance and air-security 
charges. 

Consumers also have to 
add taxes — GST or HST, 
and possibly sales tax or 
other taxes depending on 
the province or country.

Crucial talks aimed at avert¬ 
ing Greece’s bankruptcy 
were held up early Thurs¬ 
day after leaders of the 
three parties backing the 
country’s coalition govern¬ 
ment failed to agree to cred¬ 
itors’ demands to make 
300-niillion euros ($398 mil¬ 
lion) in cuts to state and pri¬ 
vate pensions. 

The talks broke up after 
a seven-hour meeting on 
austerity needed for the 
130-billion euro ($172 bil¬ 
lion) bailout package. 

“There was very broad 
agreement on all parts of 
the program, with one ex¬ 
ception,” Prime Minister 
Lucas Papademos, who lat¬ 


er met debt inspectors firom 
the European Union and 
the International Monetary 
Fund, said in a statement. 

Greece needs the bailout 
deal to avoid a March de¬ 
fault and is being pushed to 
wrap up negotiations in 
Athens before a meeting of 
eurozone finance ministers 
in Brussels. 

Papademos needs ap¬ 
proval from all coalition 
parties — the majority So¬ 
cialists, main rival conser¬ 
vatives and the right-wing 
LAOS party — before sign¬ 
ing off on the deal. 

But a spokesman for the 
Socialist party said the par¬ 
ties had already accepted 


demands by rescue credi¬ 
tors to slash the gross 
monthly minimum wage 
by 22 per cent. The wage 


drop had been considered 
the main sticking point 
for the agreement.

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Red Wings roll over Oilers 


O Detroit makes it 18 straight wins at home, two short of record O Gagner scores two goals 



Back on home ice — where 
they have been unbeatable 
for three months — the 
Detroit Red Wings closed 
in on an NHL record. 

Drew Miller and Henrik 
Zetterberg scored in the 
third period, and the Red 
Wings extended their 
home winning streak to 18 
games with a 4-2 victory 
over the Edmonton Oilers 
on Wednesday night. 

The Red Wings over¬ 
came two more goals by 
Edmonton’s Sam Gagner 
to move within two wins 
of the NHL record of 20 
straight home victories, 
set by the Boston Bruins 
during the 1929-30 season 
and matched by Philadel¬ 
phia in 1976. 

The Bruins also won 19 
in a row in Boston during 
the 1970-71 season. 

“The home win streak is 
really unique,” Miller said. 
“1 don’t think we go into it 
really tiying to say, ‘Hey, 
let’s do it to get this 
streak.’ 1 think we’re just 
trying to establish our 
game at home and play 
night in and night out the 
way that we should play.” 

Detroit will either break 
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the record or have its 
streak snapped on this 
homestand. Wednesday’s 
game was the first of six in 
a row at home for the Red 
Wings — following a five- 
game trip. 

“People that don’t travel 
with us and just watch 
home games have no idea 
how hard it is to come 
back and what a grind it 
is,” Detroit coach Mike 
Babcock said. “This game 
is always a tough one to 
win. We knew that coming 


in. We’re going to give our 
team a day off (Thursday). 
Ideally, we’ll be freshened 
up and ready to go by the 
next one.” 

The Red Wings host 
Anaheim on Friday night. 
Detroit hasn’t lost at home 
since Nov. 3 against Cal¬ 
gary. 

Johan Franzen and Coiy 
Emmerton also scored for 
Detroit, but Gagner an¬ 
swered with a pair of goals 
to tie the game. He has 
eight goals and six assists 


in four games. 

Detroit outshot the Oil¬ 
ers 20-9 through two peri¬ 
ods but led only 2-1 thanks 
to Gagner’s breakaway 
goal. It appeared Edmon¬ 
ton’s Ben Eager might 
fight Jonathan Ericsson in 
front of the benches, but 
when Gagner took a lead 
pass and cruised alone into 
the Detroit zone, Eager 
spun away to join his 
teammate on the rush. 

Gagner has had at least 
one point in five straight 


games, including his four- 
goal, four-assist effort 
against Chicago on Thurs¬ 
day. He scored again in the 
third period to tie the 
game and give himself 13 
goals this season. 

“Obviously, it feels good 
to produce,” Gagner said. 
“It feels better to win.” 

Joey MacDonald made 
15 saves for Detroit, earn¬ 
ing his first win of the sea¬ 
son in only his third 
appearance.
